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CLEARING HOUSE GIVES 
OUT ONLY ROUND NUMBERS IN 
EFFORT TO BALK LOTTERIES 


Tass St. Louis Clearing House 


Association today began a 

Practice of announcing only 
in round numbers its daily clear- 
ings to see if that practice would 
not stop the widespread lotteries 
based upon the figures. 

Today's statement of clearings 
is $24,900,000. Edward B. 
Pryor, president of the State Na- 
tional Bank, who is president 
of the Clearing House Assdcia- 
tion, said that for a time the as- 
sociation would give the clear- 
ings only in millions and hun- 
dreds of thousands to see what 
effect it would have on gam- 
bling. 

“The practice of using the 
clearing house figures for the 
purpose of gambling has become 
so widespread that we felt some- 
thing must be done to stop it,” 
Pryor said. “Barber shops, drug 
stoves, saloons and many indus- 
trial plants ‘had clearing house 
lottery tickets for sale. If this 
plan does not succeed we will 
try some other.” 

Many lotteries have been rum 
on the figures. The more com- 
mon was one in which the cap- 
ital prize of $1000 was awarded 
on the last three numerals of the 
clearings as announced. Recent- 
ly the lottery has appeared tn 
office buildings, and young wom- 
en bought the chances freely.

BELGIANS TO MAKE

Customs Formalities Be- 
tween Iwo Countries 
Abolished and _ Belgian 
Money Replaces That of 
Luxembourg.

WASHINGTON, June 13.—Bel- 
gium has replaced Germany as the 
protector of the Duchy of Luxem- 
bourg, by the terms of a formal 
agreement concluded at Brussels. 
the text of which was received here 
yesterday in official! circles. The 
agreement ends a diplomatic strug- 
gle between France and Belgium 
which began at the termination of 


,the world war. 


By. the terms of the new accord. 
ail customs formalities between Bel- 
gium and Luxembourg are abolished 
and. in the future, wherever the 
duchy is not represented by its own 
consular agents, Luxembourg inter- 
ests will be placed in the hands of 
Belgian consular_officers. All Lux- 
embourg money is to be replaced 
by Belgian money with the excep- 
tion of bills of less than 10 francs. 
and totaling 25.000,000 francs (nor- 
mally $5,000,000) 

The consolidation of the Luxem- 
bourg railroad system with that of 
Belgium is agreed upon. 

Luxembourg is to receive a 
of 175,000,000 francs 
$35,.000.000) to be raised by a Bel- 
gian financial group, on which Lux- 
embourg is required to pay two per 
cent interest, the remaining interest 
to be paid by Belgium. 

Arrangements are made for the 
saféguarding of the various legit!- 
mate interests of the metallurgical 
industry and co-operation is pledged 
in intellectual pursuits. 

A superior council, composed of 
five members, Belgians and Luxem- 
bourgers, will control the various 
organisms created and act as the

The full text of Judge Gary's ad- 
dress. which was on the subject, 
“Opportunity, follows: 


OPPORTUNITY. 


Not long since I was in consulta- 
tion with 20 or more middle-aged 
gentlemen for two days in succession 
concerning subjects of more than or- 
dinary importance involving eco- 
nomic, social and political conse- 
quence. There were displayed abil- 
ity, concentration of thought, fair- 
ness. clearness in_togical expression 
and wisdom in conclusions quite un- 
usual! These men occupy business 
positions of great responsibility and 
they are receiving large compensa- 
tion. Without exception they began 
life under humble and impecunious 
circumstances, and when old enough 
to work were employed on farms or 
in shops. Step by step, with honest, 
persistent strides they advanced 
from one position to another, inter- 


rupting their progress from time to: 


time in earlier years only to secure 
education additional to what they 
had acquired before old enough to 
work. Not all of them obtained 4 
collegiate training, which is essen- 
tial to the biggest achievements. 
Each has saved sufficient amounts 
to make secure the comforts of life 
for himself and family. Many of 
them. to my knowledge, are liberal 
in contributing to the welfare of 
others in their respective communt- 
ties. Down through the ranks of 
employes from which these men were 
promoted from time to time, on 
their merit, are large numbers of 
others who are progressing in the 
same direction and manner. If in 
any business enterprise the policy or 
method is different, it is because of 
the practice of promoting only for 
seniority in time of employment or 
other restriction imposed by union 
labor leaders. and not because of

acquainted with these men and dur- 
ing the discussion referred to, and 
since that time, there has been fo- 
cussed in my mind a more completo 
conception of the word opportunity 
as applied to al! of us who are priv- 
fleged to reside in the United State« 
of America. and this word has been 
selected as the subject of my _ re- 
marks on this occasion. 


Greatest Opporunity Here. 


There is an expression, too fre- 
quently used. that the world owes 
each individual a living and occa- 


i sionally it ts foolishly sought to sup- 


port the claim by citing the acknow!l- 
edged principle that all men are 
created free and equal. But every 
fundamental law or rule of condyct 
relating to this subject means no 
more and no less than the right of 
equal protection and opportunity. 
Every person who constantly recog- 
nizes this fact and acts accordingly 
is of service and benefit to him- 
self or herself and all others; and

In 
finance, religion, education, includ- 
ing the arts and sciences, profes- 
sions, trades, commerce and every 
calling for personal advancement 
there is no restriction, no  prefer- 
ment, no privilege offered to or bind- 
ing upon any one to the prejudice of 
another, and taken as a whole, the 
opportunity for progress in every 
laudable undertaking is the greatest 
that has ever existed in any country. 


Influx of Immigration. 


For these reasons increasing num- 
bers of immigrants have been com- 
ing to our shores from other lands 


where the nature of the laws or their 


administration or lack of the essen- 
tials necessary to comfort, happiness 
and prosperity have seemed to make 
it necessary or desirable to emigrate. 
These immigrants, with some excep- 
tions, have been worthy, intelligent, 
law-abiding and, in every particular, 
first-class, in the true and honorable 
sense of the expression, have adapt- 
ed themselves to our laws and cus- 
toms, and have adopted this country 
as theirs, so that they are Ameri- 
cans to the same extent they would 
have been had they been born here. 
Recognizing opportunities existing

THE NEGRO IN THE OITY. 

The report of the Department of Public Welfare 
for the city’s fiscal year, ending April 12, as sub- 
mitted by retiring Director Schmoll, is an interesting 
document. It shows that a big volume of alleviating 
work has been done, but with growing demands, for 
which provision must be made. Its most arresting 
feature, though, is the death rate among negroes. 

It is unnecessary to repeat the comparative sta- 
tistics of mortality, but attention is properly directed 
to the prevalence of tuberculosis among negrves and 
ite menace to the entire population. The so-called 
white plague, it would seem, is predominantly a black 
plague, and if the scourge is to be banished the ques- 
tion of negro housing from the standpoints of sani- 
tation and generally wholesome conditions becomes a 
matter of large municipal concern. 

Whether sanitary requirements and regulations as 
to congestion would touch the roots of the difficulty 
may be questioned.

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ADVICE TO BUILDING TRADES. 
President Donlin of the Building Trades Depart- 
ment of the American Federation of Labor gave the 
representatives of those crafts some sound advice in 
his address at the Denver convention. He condemned 


as intolerable the practice of stopping work on a 


building for capricious or imaginary grievances. Such 
strikes, he said, were contrived by demagogues de- 
termined to display their power or “for reasons that 
will not stand the magnifying glass.” Jurisdictional 
disputes, he insisted, must be submitted to arbitra- 
tion, if.the building trades hoped to enjoy a reputa- 
tion for dependability, and work must go on pending 
the result of the arbitration proceedings. He de- 
clared that capital and labor must co-operate to bring 
down living costs, that capital and management must 
stand readjustment loss, but labor must deliver a 
day's work. 

Without indorsing the details of the program, the 
speech in its entirety was wholesome. In pointing 
out the injustice done to communities by unjusti- 
fied strikes, and the loss imposed upon innocent per- 
sons, the speaker made clear a fact which labor lead- 
ers have not always recognized—the fact that as la- 
bor organizations grow in power their responsibili- 
ties increase proportionately. Respect for the pub- 
lic’s rights is imperative if labor expects to have pub- 
lic opinion on its side. It would be fatally foolish 
for labor to take a swaggering “public be damned” 
policy simply because obstinate, short-sighted cap- 
ital has sometimes been guilty of that stupidity. 

An early revival of building operations was pre- 
dicted if the banks would be reasonably liberal, if 
the material dealers would disband their restrictive 
combinations and if labor insured efficiency. The 
triangular “if,” though formidable, should not be an 
insurmountable obstacle. | 


‘‘UNIVERSAL BANKRUPTOY.’* 

When a man like Representative Theodore Burton 
of Ohio declares that “the whole world, with the 
mounting costs of militarism, is threatened with uni- 
versal bankruptcy,” even the Senators who jauntily 


added $100,000,000 to the naval appropriation bill | 
passed by the House ought to be moved to reconsider. | 


For Mr. Burton speaks on this subject with a greater 
authority than any Senator—the authority of greater 
knowledge. 

It was while he was a member of the Senate, before 
the world war, that Mr. Burton focused public atten- 
tion on our military costs in a series of magazine 
articles which showed that 73 cents of every dollar 
appropriated by Congress was absorbed by wars, 
“past, present and prospective.” On those figures 
he made a moving plea for reduction of armaments. 
Though addressed to the American people, the plea 
was, in effect, a world admonition, and we all know 
now what an agony humanity had been spared had 
those words of statesmanship been heeded. 

They were not heeded and, so far as those in power 
go, there is no indication that they will be heeded 
now. Moreover, instead of spending 73 cents out of 
every dollar for militarism, we have raised the pro- 
portion to 93 cents, while a number of other nations 
are afflicted with the same madness. We do not need 
a Theodore Burton to tellus that such madness will

lead to universal bankruptcy. Common sense shows 
that that is the inevitable end. But it is well that 
Mr. Burton has raised his voice in warning at this 
time. His years of service in both the House and the 
Senate, the distinction he had won for his scholar- 
ship and statesmanship, should give his message a 
carrying power that will reach beyond the Senate into 
the White House. 


FOREIGN TRADE INTELLIGENCE. 
American exporting institutions have reduced the 
credit and financial side of foreign trade to a science. 
With the American Manufacturers’ Foreign Credit In- 
surance Exchange at his back, no exporter need take 
a risk in running an account with a foreign buyer. 
The exchange, through a staff of credit experts in 
New York and Chicago, has listed merchant buyers 
of every line of goods of nearly every community in 
South America, and has undertaken generally to cata- 
logue world trade information for the benefit of its 
members. Behind the exchange’s credit rating is its 
insurance system indemnifying members against bad 
accounts with buyers who have failed to justify the 
rating given them by the exchange. 

When foreign traders co-operate so thoroughly to 
establish the maximum of security and legitimate 
profit we can fee] that our export commerce is being 
conducted on lines of intelligence. It is volume of 
business and not immense margins .on a relatively 
small volume that will help America, including the 
American workingman. 

It only remains to be hoped that equal integrity 
and an equal zeal for legitimate returns will become 
the moving spirit of organized exporters so far as 


they attempt to exert their influence on import tariff 
legislation. The way to make business is to trade, 
and trading cannot flourish with customer nations 
who are debarred by high tariffs from selling their 
own products in the American market.
